KENTUCKY'S AVERAGE TAX 
RATE IS $1,064 

The average county tax rate for 
Kentucky for 1922 for the general 
revenue, school and road purposes 
is $1,064, according to an an- 
nouncement made by the State tax 
commission. Jackson and Owen 
counties, with rates of $1.45 each, 
have the highest rate, while Clark 
county, with a, 62 cent rate, has the 
lowest. 

Woodford is next to the lowest 
with a rate of 63 cents. Fayette 
and Franklin counties have rates 
of $1.20 each and Jefferson county, 
outside of the city limits, has a rate 
of 95 cents. 

In addition to the county rate, 
each county must pay a 40-cent 
State rate. Most of the money 
paid for taxes is spent locally as for 
every $1 given to the State, the 
county gets $2.66 for local purposes.

ASSESSMENT OF RAILROADS IN- 
CREASED IN KENTUCKY 

Assessments of railroads operat- 
ing within Kentucky were raised 
$21,007,575 this year by the State 
Tax Commission, according to a re- 
port issued by Rainey T Wells, 
chairman. The total valuation of 
the lines operating in the State is 
$177,828,826, of which $52,594,559 
represents the franchise value, ac- 
cording to the report. 

The railroad assessment was com- 
pleted with the final agreement on 
the assessment of the Southern Pa- 
cific Company. The franchise value 
of this road tax commission and the 
tangible value was left the same as 
last year. The present franchise 
value of the road is $8,000,000, ac 
cording to the report. 

The assessed valuation of the 
tangible property of the 56 lines 
operating in Kentucky was placed 
at $125,234,264, an increase of ap- 
proximately $13,000,000 over the 
property valuation last year. The 
franchise valuation increase was 
made up more than one-half by the 
raise on the Southern Pacific.

Junior Agricultural Clubs have 
been organized in many counties of 
the State and farm boys and girls 
are vying with their elders in pro- 
ducing higher standards of field pro- 
ducts, livestock and poultry. Ac- 
tivities for the boys are divided 
into beef cattle clubs, pig clubs and 
corn clubs. 

The College of Agriculture of the 
State University and the county 
farm agents keep in close touch 
with juvenile farm activities, and 
extend helpful service to young 
farmers and stockmen. Although 
the junior agricultural movement is 
in its infancy in Kentucky, its 
sponsors declare that already it has 
been a success and shows prospects 
of continued enlargement.

GOVERNOR UNAWARES 



Only twice since the adoption of ! 
the present State constitution have ! 
Lieutenant Governors succeeded to 
the governorship in Kentucky, Wm. 
Goebel, the only Governor who 
died in office, was succeeded by 
Lieut. Gov. J. C. W. Beckham, in 
1900, and in 1919. Lieut. Gov. Jas. 
D. Black automatically became Gov- 
ernor when A. O. Stanley qualified 
as United States Senator. 

Other lieutenant governors in 
that time served as acting govern- 
ors only for brief intervals during 
the absence of the the Governor be- 
yond the confines of the State. As 
soon as the Governor crosses the 
State line his functions cease and 
the duties of the office devolve upon 
the Litutenant Governor until the 
Governor again enters the State. 

The second in succession to the 
Governorship is the president pro- 
tem of the State Senate, but few of 
these have exercised into functions 
of acting governor. In 1910 Presi- 
dent Protem Conn Linn posed as 
governor for a few hours while 
Governor Willson and Lieutenant 
Governor Cox were both out of the 
State. President Protem Thomas 

A. Combs and President Protem C. 
M. Harris each presided as acting 
governor for a week during the ab- 
sence of the Governor and Lieuten- 
ant Governor who were out of the 
State. 

Being governor and not knowing 
it was the experience of Senator M. 
O. Scolt, of Menifee county, presi- 
dent protem of the upper branch. 
It was in 1914, when Gov. James 

B. McCreary and Lieut. Gov. E. J. 
McDermott were on a campaign 
train that crossed over to Cairo, 
111., to turn around, that Mr. Scott 
was Governor for a half hour, but 
was unconscious of the honor.

WAR MEMORIAL NEXT 



When the secret ballot law was 
first enacted in Kentucky is provid- 
ed that the unused be preserved 
the same as those that had been 
voted, but several years afterward 
the law was changed to allow the 
destruction of the unused ballots by 
the officers of election after the 
polls closed. This is the system that 
obtains at present. 

As a consequence of the change 
in the law, many irregularities oc- 
curred at the succeeding election all 
over the State. Like other elec- 
tion regulations the change was not 
well understood by many election 
officers and as a result not only the 
unusued but the voted ballots were 
burned and in some cases every ves- 
tige of the election was unwittingly 
destroyed. 

With nothing tangible at hand on 
which to base a return, election offi- 
cers in many precincts saved their 
faces by agreeing on the figures, 
thus avoiding censure if not prose- 
cution for destroying the ballots. 

With the ballots destroyed and 
the precinct return depending on a 
"gentleman's agreement," an op- 
portunity for sharp practice was af- 
forded that was taken advantage of 
in many cases with the result that 
often the precinct returns in nowise 
reflected the true vote as recorded 
by the voters who exercised their 



JEALOUSY OUSTS GUARD 

Many cities of the country have 
private, independent military or- 
ganizations, some of which have ex- 
isted uninterruptedly from the early 
days of the Republic. Louisville 
had one once, but the outfit was 
legislated out of commission and 
forced to disband. 

The famous Louisville Light In- 
fantry was organized about thirty 
years ago as an independent mili- 
tary and social organization after 
being mustered out as a unit of the 
Louisville Legion regiment of the 
Kentucky State Guard. The Light 
Infantry command included a mem- 
ber of nearly every family of social 
importance in Louisville, and it was 
known all over the United States. 
Patterned after the Montgomery 
Grays, Vicksburg Shorthorns and 
other time-honored military bodies, 
it won many prizes in competitive 
drills. Its distinctive uniform and 
soldierly precision riveted atten- 
tion wherever it appeared. 

Whatever may have been the real 
reason, the downfall of the organi- 
zation has been attributed to the 
jealousy of the State Guard unit. 
In any event, a legislative enact- 
ment was invoked that sounded the 
deathknell of independent military 
organizations in Kentucky. The 
outlawed command sought to evade 
the force of the enactment by ten- 
dering its services to the city of 
Louisville as special police, but it 
did not avail. 

In the passing of the command 
Louisville lost the opportunity to be 
known aa the home of a famous in- 
dependent military organization 
planned on permanent and exclu- 
sive lines.

Kentucky must eventually erect 
fitting memorials to its heroic dead 
that fell in the World War. One 
of the most pretentious memorial 
projects is in the hands of the Ken- 
tucky Council of Defense; though 
started three years ago, its work 
has been delayed. 

The Defense Council plans an or- 
nate $300,000 memorial structure 
to be erected on the campus of the 
University of Kentucky. at Lex- 
ington. Of the sum required about 
$190,000 has been subscribed, in- 
cluding $100,000 guaranteed by 
Lexington business men after a bond 
issue for a like amount authorized 
by the voters of the city had been 
declared invalid by the courts. 
Promoters purpose to make a drive 
for the remainder of the fund early 
in the coming year and to rush the 
memorial to completion. 

In deciding to locate the build 
ing on the grounds of the State 
University, promotors believed that 
such a tribute would be a perpetual 
object lesson in patriotism and an 
inspiration to the youth of Ken- 
tucky.

With Onyx Cave, a cavern rival- 
ing Mammoth Cave, Kentucky has 
another world wonder to interest 
sight-seers. The caverns are in close 
proximity, making it possible for 
tourists to include both caves on 
same trip. 

It is not known what effect the 
new cavern will have upon the pro- 
ject to nationalize Mammoth Cave 
and make it a Federal reservation.

A PLEA FOR THE RED CROSS 
SEALS 

The fact that deaths from tuber- 
culosis in Kentucky were reduced 
from 3,982 in 1919 and 3,705 in 
on 1920 to 3,197 in 1921, as shown 
by recently announced figures of 
the Census Bureau at Washington, 
is due, according to Dr. A. T. Mc- 
Cormack, State Health Officer, to 
the physical education that Ken- 
tuckians gradually are acquiring, 
to the work that has been and is 
being done by public health nurses 
and to the near elimination of tu- 
bercular cattle. 

"The work of educating the citi- 
zens of the State along physical 
lines gradually is going forward," 
Dr. McCormack said, "and as it 
goes forward the toll of the 'Great 
White Palgue' naturally will be re- 
duced. So with the elimination of 
tubercular cattle. The Federal au- 
thorities and the Bureau of Foods 
Drugs and Hotels of the State Board 
of Health are making every effort 
to free Kentucky of diseased ani- 
mals, and as success attends their 
efforts fewer and fewer persons will 
acquire tuberculosis. 

"So far as public health nurses 
are concerned, there isn't a county 
that has one that does not realize 
the value of the work that these 
women are doing in reducing the 
number of consumptive victims. 
Their work deserves particular 
mention at this time of the year 
because they are supported in part 
by the Christmas seals which the 
Kentucky Tuberculosis Association 
now has on sale. The nature of 
their work, too. is such that the 
public should express approval of it 
by liberal purchases of these seals."

Yet there is a point of 
view from which it can be seen 
that "Thy Word is true from the 
beginning, and every one of thy 
righteous judgments endureth for- 
ever." The Bible must be read from 
the standpoint of its purpose. When 
the Bible is understood it is found 
to be just the kind of a book that 
God would prepare. The Bible in- 
tention is not to teach geology, as- 
tronomy or history. "All scripture 
is given by inspiration of God, and 
is profitable for doctrine, for re- 
proof, for correction, for instruc- 
tion in righteousness; that the man 
of God may be perfect, thoroughly 
furnished unto all good w,orks." 
That is the proof of the Word! 
Does it furnish unto all good works? 

The truth is not the accuracy of 
the Bible history, although it is 
mostly true literal fact. If, as is 
sometimes claimed, the Jews were 
never in Egypt, the providence of 
God over the Jews was just and 
merciful, fully revealing His divine 
nature. Admit there was no "Prod- 
igal Son" the story reveals the un- 
failing love of God. The Word is 
giving for its Spirit and not for its 
letter. Read it to catch the spirit; 
then the Heavenly light will illum- 
ine the mind. The Word is not 
given for those who would profane 
it. The Lord gives no holy things 
to dogs, not casts treasures before 
truth to those who desire to profane 
it would make them more sinful 
than before. Precious gems and 
rare metals are hidden in the earth. 
Those who strongly desire them will 
dig for them. So are the truths of 
the Word. They are largely hid- 
den in the letter of the Word. 
Those who love them will dig for 
them. Our Lord said, "Search the 
scriptures, for in them ye think ye 
have eternal life; and they are they 
which testify of me."

Only then the inflowing 
light shines with brilliant colors 
a?nd dazzling brightness. The his- 
torical story and parable letter of 
the Word are its matrix. Press 
deeply the spirit within that letter 
and the truths of Scripture will 
shine like cut diamonds with bril- 
liant light of illumination from 
God. The print and material book 
does not shine, but the precepts of 
the Word held in the mind do shine. 
They shine into the difficult prob- 
lems of life and explain them. They 
flash on the upper pathway to right- 
eousness. Artists depict the Bible 
as shining gold and penetrating 
rays. 

The diamond cutter works with 
skill and follows the laws of re- 
fraction. Expert cutting makes the 
diamond more valuable and bril- 
liant. The rule for making the 
truths of the Word brilliant is so 
simple and easy that anyone can do 
it. There is only one rule. If we 
live daily according to its teach- 
ings the Word proves itself. It is 
this simple rule which was follow- 
ed by the Christ. He lived the 
Christ. He lived the Word, fulfill- 
ed its teachings, and proved its 
power. By the Word lived, He 
overcame every temptation, 
overcome sin, sorrow, death; 
won eternal victory. It was 
who gave the rule which anyone can 
try and prove, "he that doeth the 
truth cometh to the light."
